Two Killed 
In Bomb Explosion 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Lob Angeles 
International Airport was blasted Tuesday by the most 
destructive bomb ever to hit a U.S. air terminal - hurling 
bodies, baggage, spears of glass and chunks of concrete 
through a passenger waiting area. 
It was still a mystery today who planted the bomb, 
and why. 
Two skycaps died, blown apart with such force that 
the first investigators on the scene thought there were 
four or five dead, and 36 others were injured, mostly 
passengers waiting to board flights for Hawaii and the 
Orient. 
Seventeen were hospitalized, one in critical condition 
and two in serious condition. 
The dead were identified as Harper Glass. 64. of 
Inglewood, Calif., and Leonard Hsu, 46, of Lomita, Calif.

Viet Cong Capture 
Key Capital In Nam

SAIGON (U P I ) - Viet Cong 
and North V ietnam ese troops 
seized a key district capital 
near Da Nang today in the first 
m ajo r C om m unist victory of a 
three week old d rive against the 
outskirts of the strategic port 
city. 
Field reports said the Com 
m unists seized Thuong Due, a 
town 25 m iles southwest of Da 
Nang, in hand to hand fighting 
with crack governm ent ran g er 
defending the w ar torn district 
capital.

A tailor was sent from a store in New ark to outfit the 6-2, 
260-pound prisoner in a size 54 suit costing $140. In ad­ 
dition, the prisoner was provided other accessories, 
which, according to a news story, “ the well-dressed man 
cannot do without.” 
Alterations for which Uncle Sam also paid came to 


$4.95. 
The money involved is such a smalt sum it doesn't 
really matter. What does matter is that the government 
feels it has to provide courtroom clothing for a convict 
serving time for hijacking and facing trial for bank fraud. 
And this may seem picayune, but did the outfit have to 
be of a caliber to include a $7.50 tie, a $12 belt, patent 
leather loafers at $35, and two shirts costing a total of $34? 
Many a wrage earner rearing a family, paying his taxes 
and observing the law gets by with clothing a lot less 
expensive.

Obviously, 
it was a dangerous, senseless act. Had the parents warned 
the child to wear boots or heavy shoes, they might have 
found themselves in a pointless argument with the child 
contending he would never lose his balance, fall dow n and 
be run over the lawnmower, perhaps to bleed to death. 
The point is, parents should insist on their children being 
properly equipped for any summertime activity.

GM sales in the final 10 days 
of July were up 14.4 per cent 
from a year ago. the first time 
the nation’s No. 1 automaker 
has achieved that feat since the 
first 10 days of December. Its 
July sales were off 15.3 per 
cent, the smallest year to year 
decline in 1974 
Auto executives weren't hail 
ing their July 21 30 perfor 
manee as the end of the sharp
